Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Discussed the pending rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 
The Examiner advised the Attorney that she had fully reviewed Applicants' responses filed June 6, 2006 and March 17, 
2006. The Examiner noted that the newly added claim language directed to "a serum-free medium consisting of EGF, 
bFGF, pokeweed mitogen, Ara-C or a combination thereof raised an issue of new matter, as the specification did not 
describe a serum-free medium comprising (and most certainly not "consisting of) all four elements recited. The 
Examiner further advised the Attorney that no arguments were presented to address the full enablement rejection of 
Claims 94 and 95. The arguments relating to the scope of enablement rejection of Claims 90 and newly added Claim 
124 were not persuasive because the arguments only advocated the enablement of cells treated with retinoic acid and 
NGF. However, a scope of enablement for cells treated with retinoic acid and NGF has already been acknowledged. 
No arguments were presented with regard to the non-enabled scope of the claims, i.e. cells treated with retinoic acid 
and either BDNF or GDNF. The Examiner further noted that an additional enablement issue was raised by the newly 
added claim language reciting "culturing the progenitor cells..." in step (c) of Claim 124 because the claims now read 
on culturing purified progenitor cells, when only an enriched fraction of progenitor cells is obtained in the preceding 
step. The Examiner advised that the issue could readily be resolved by reciting "culturing the enriched fraction of 
progenitor cells..." The Attorney agreed to amend the claim to recite this corrective claim language. The Examiner 
further noted that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph would be maintained because the reference 
state recited in the claims covers any umbilical cord blood cell, and said "increase" or "decrease" referred to in the 
claim is determined in comparison to this reference state, which renders the "increase" or "decrease" indefinite, since a 
variety of different cell types could be used as the reference state. The Examiner further noted that additional issues 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, were raised by the newly added claim language, particularly the claim 
language reciting "a serum-free medium consisting of ..."
